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Local resident rescues two from fiery inferno 


Malden Firefighter Galvin Murphy, Jr risks his life to save others - it’s nothing new for him

WILMINGTON / WOBURN - 
In the waning hours of 
Father's Day, June 19, Galvin 
Murphy, Jr. drove home from 
his shift at the Malden Fire 
Department heading home to 
his wife and four-month-old 
son, Connor, when he came 
upon an horrific accident. In 
moments of adversity true 


character is revealed. Luckily 
for the two occupants of the 
involved vehicle, Murphy is 
the sort of person, like most 
firefighters the world over, 
who runs toward a disaster. 
Murphy, like his father, 
Galvin, Sr., joined the Marine 
Corp after college, serving 
two tours of duty in Fallujah 
in 2006 and 2008. Upon return- 


ing home he took the tests 
and joined the Malden fire 
department in 2009. Galvin, 
Sr. is a veteran firefighter 
with the Cambridge FD. His 
son grew up hearing the sto- 
ries around the kitchen table. 

Galvin drove home after his 
shift that Sunday night in the 
left lane of Interstate 93 
North toward Wilmington, 


Murphy's hometown for the 
last year. When the driver in 
front of him slammed on her 
brakes, he was startled, until 
he saw the two cars on the 
southbound side of the high- 
way, rolling over and coming 
to rest on their sides, roof-to- 
roof and inverted, like shoes 
in a shoebox. ;

WILMINGTON - One anony- 
mous farmer has been left 
without his crops following a 
police seizure last 
Wednesday, July 13. 

Someone was cultivating a 
large quantity of marijuana 
plants on a relatively seclud- 
ed, wooded State-owned prop- 
erty located in the vicinity of 
113 West Street and near 
Interstate 93. 

Following an anonymous 
tip, the Southern Middlesex 
Regional Drug Task Force, 
which includes John Bossi 
and Dave Sugrue of the 
Wilmington Police

"Tires were rolling down the 
median. I could see brake 
lights coming toward me," 
Murphy told the Crier in an 
exclusive interview. 

Murphy went into firefighter 
mode, parking his car in the 
breakdown lane of the north- 
bound side and crossing over 
to the southbound side of the 
highway, to see how he could 
help. 

An ambulance just behind 
the accident stopped to assist. 
Murphy, having taken a quick 
look in both cars, estimated a 
body count of six to eight peo- 
ple. Anything over six is con- 
siderate a mass casualty. The 


’ EMTs called for support from 


neighboring towns. According 
to Wilmington Police logs, the 
call was received at 11:24 p.m. 
to assist at the accident, 
located just before the 
Commerce Way exit. 

When Murphy attempted to 
collect gloves from the back 
of the ambulance he saw one 
of the cars catch fire. Clearly, 
the gas line had ruptured 
when the vehicle rolled over. 
The fire was along the under- 
side of the vehicle with 
flames rising two to three feet 
above the car. 

"I didn't get the gloves, I 
just ran over to get the peo- 
ple, " said Murphy, who ini- 
tially had no intention of 
pulling anyone out of the car. 
But the fire escalated the sit- 
uation and changed his mind. 

In order to extricate the 
occupants, Murphy had to get 
in through the windshield. 


The side that was up - the dri- 
ver’s side - was heavily dam- 
aged due to the rollover. 
However, the windshield was 
blocked by the trunk of the 


other car, also lying on its. 


side. So Murphy, one of the 
EMTs, and a civilian onlooker 
rolled the other car back onto 
four tires in order to gain 
access to the windshield of 
the burning vehicle, now 80 
percent involved with the fire. 


Murphy attacked the. wind- . 


shield with an empty extin- 
guisher that the second EMT 
had already emptied to little 
avail. Peeling off the shat- 
tered windshield, already 
partially detached due to the 
rollover, thick smoke billowed 
out and he saw one man, the 
driver, with cuts across his 
face. The EMT cut the seat- 
belt and the man fell into the 
passenger side and Murphy 
pulled him out and took him 
away from the burning car. 
Murphy believes the man had 
a broken foot and a broken 
arm. 

The extricated driver, how- 
ever, remained agitated. His 
father-in-law was still in the 
engulfed vehicle. 

"All we could see were the 
flames from the car,” said 
Murphy. “The grass in the 
median was burning, the gas 
tank was breached when it 
rolled over and we needed to 
move people away.” 

Murphy said the EMT tried 
to extricate the passenger out 
of the vehicle. The man, with 
multiple broken bones, 
including his shoulder, clavi- 
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cle, arm, and ribs, was in dan- 
ger of dying in the vehicle. 


Murphy told him he had to 


muster up the strength to 
help get out and, pulling on 
the broken arm, managed to 
drag him from the fire. 

While to Murphy the elapsed 
time seemed long, it all hap- 
pened in minutes before 
Wilmington police and fire 
responded, then Reading, and 
Woburn. Wilmington was the 
first town on the scene, arriv- 
ing after Murphy pulled the 
two men from the vehicle, 
and later handed off. 
Lieutenant Gary Donovan of 
the Wilmington fire depart- 
ment corroborated Murphy's 
version of events from his 
experience at the scene. 

The driver was transported 
to the Lahey Clinic and the 
father-in-law was transported 
by Wilmington ambulance to 
Massachusetts General 
Hospital, according to police 
logs. 

Murphy had nothing but 
praise for the EMT who 
helped at the scene, though 
he never got the name of the 
ambulance company in the 
stress of the rescue. 

"He was holding onto a bag 
in one hand and cutting the 


seatbelt with the other and ~ 


the bag caught on fire. I don't 


know who he is, but I would | 


never have been able to do it 
by myself," said Murphy. 

Of the five occupants in the 
other car that rolled over, 
none were transported to the 
hospital.

nudity. Somerville District 
Court Judge Neil Walker 
ordered Hutchinson held on 
$2,500 cash bail with the condi- 
tions that the defendant 
remain under house arrest 
and on GPS monitoring if he 
posts bail, have no contact 
with the victim, victim’s fami- 
ly, or any witnesses, no use of

TAX RULES ON 
REFINANCIG 
Lots of folks are refinancing 
these days, trying to lock in more 
favorable rates. There are certain 
tax advantages involved; don’t 
miss them. f 
There are different rules for new 
buyers ahd refinancers. Buyers 
with new mortgages can deduct 
the points they paid to get the 
mortgage right away, even if the 
seller paid the points. Refinancers 
can also deduct the points paid, 
but usually over the life of the 
loan. (Note: a point is equal to one 
percent of the loan. On a $300,000, 
30-year mortgage, two points paid 
would equal $6,000. The annual 
deduction for the points would be 


more than a few do - they can usu- 
ally deduct all the points remain- 
ing on the previous loan in the year 
they pay off that mortgage - unless 
they work with the same lender, in 
which case they must deduct the 
remaining points over the life of 
the new loan.

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Thomas Hutchinson 
computers or the Internet, 
have no unsupervised contact 
with children, and he may not 
leave the Commonwealth.

“This is an outrageous form 
of cyber stratagem by a preda- 
tor using the anonymity of the 
Internet to deceptively lure 
and entice young female vic- 
tims with the intent to rape 
them. This is made all the 
more troubling by the fact that 
there exists evidence that 
leads us to believe that there 
may be additional victims of 
his predatory intentions who 
have not yet come forward,” 
District Attorney Leone said. 
“We continue to aggressively 
investigate and prosecute seri- 
ous crimes committed by 
offenders that target vulnera- 
ble children through the 
Internet, as we allege is the 
case here.” 

According to authorities, in 
early 2011, a 15-year-old girl 
was online, using a website 
called My Yearbook.com, 
where she met an individual 
who called herself “Brittney.” 
“Brittney” offered to connect 
the victim with someone 
involved in modeling. The vic- 
tim agreed and, shortly there- 
after, an individual using the 
screen name 
Sexybeast5655@aim.com con- 
tacted her and claimed to be 
in the modeling industry. This 
individual asked how old the 
victim was and the victim 
replied that she was 15. At 
first, the individual asked the 
victim to send him pictures of 
her in a bathing suit and 
clothes and then eventually 
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asked the victim to send him 
naked pictures and videos. 
When the victim complied, he 
then threatened to post those 
images and videos if she did- 
n’t have sex with his “friend.” 
He additionally threatened to 
rape her if she refused to meet 
his friend in person or told 
police. The friend, “Tommy,” 
who used the screen name 


| iw @aim.com, also 


mmy364587 
contacted the victim online. 

It is alleged that the defen- 
dant then arranged to meet 
with the victim, threatening 
her again if she did not com- 
plete a sex act. On February 
28, the defendant is alleged to 
have contacted the victim, 
pretending to be “Tommy” and 
told her that he was going to 
come see her that day. The 
defendant is alleged to have 
driven to the victim’s street 
and, upon arrival, told the vic- 
tim to get in his car, where he 
is alleged to have forced her to 
perform a sex act. 

Authorities were able to iden- 
tify the defendant as the indi- 
vidual using all three online 
identities: “Sexybeast,” 
“Brittney,” and “Tommy.” 

Medford Police executed 
search warrants at the defen- 
dant’s home and his car and, 
upon searching his computer, 
found additional evidence, 
including saved photos and 
videos, and chats with dozens 
of females, many of whom 
appeared to be under the age 
of 18. Additionally, the com- 
puter contained numerous 
images and videos of child 
pornography. The investiga- 
tion into the identities and 
exact ages of the females is 
ongoing. 


If you think you may have 
been a victim of the defen- 
dant, or know someone who 
may have been victimized by 
the defendant, you are asked 
to call the Medford Police 
Department Computer Crimes 
Unit at 781-396-0893. 


These charges are allega- 
tions, and a defendant is pre- 
sumed innocent until proven 
guilty.

Being a part of WCTV for 
six years, I’ve done quite a 
few interviews. I’ve met a lot 
of fantastic people and have 
had many experiences that I 
never would have had I not 
been a part of this great orga- 
nization. . Interviewing 
Senator Scott Brown during 
Wilmington’s Fun on the 
Fourth activities was one of 
those truly unforgettable 
experiences. 

The 3rd of July looked as if 
it would be a washout. WCTV 
Staff Don Leard, Ron 
Buccheri, and I arrived a few 
hours. before the. senator’s 
arrival, and had been inter- 
viewing people under the 
safety of an _ umbrella. 
Though people occasionally 
commented that the forecast 
predicted that the rain would 
leave in a matter of minutes, 
the ominous clouds overhead 
suggested otherwise. 

The joke for the rest of the 
day was that Scott Brown had 
brought the sunshine with 
him. Around the time his car 
pulled up, the clouds retreat- 
ed. Senator Brown and his 
wife, Gail Huff, arrived in 
Wilmington and _ walked 
across the common under 
sunny skies. 

After Town Manager 
Michael Caira welcomed the 
senator, I moved in closer, 
microphone __ outstretched. 
“Would you mind if I asked 
you a few questions for 
WCTV?” I asked. 

He nodded, smiling as if he 
expected this all along, to my 
relief. WCTV had sent word 
ahead that we would be at the 
event, but I hadn’t been sure 
whether or not he would 
agree to an interview.

“Green Communities” across the Commonwealth 


BOSTON — The Patrick- 
Murray Administration 
Tuesday named 21 cities and 
towns from: western 
Massachusetts to Cape Cod as 
“Green Communities,” mak- 
ing these communities eligi- 
ble for over $3.7 million in 
grants for local renewable 
power and energy efficiency 
projects that will advance 
both municipal and state 
clean energy goals. 

Ayer, Bedford, Brookline, 
Buckland, Carlisle, Deerfield, 
Granby, Holland, Mendon, 
Middlefield, Millbury, 
Monson, Revere, Sherborn, 
Shutesbury, Somerville, 
Sutton, Tewksbury, Topsfield, 
Truro, and Woburn join 53 
other cities and towns named 
in previous rounds of Green 
Communities designations - 
bringing the total number of 
official Green Communities 
to 74. ' 

“We are making real 
progress in achieving a clean 
energy future for the 
Commonwealth, one commu- 
nity at a time,” said Governor 
Deval Patrick. “These invest- 
ments encourage energy say- 
ings, create jobs and protect 
our environment - boosting 
our economy and improving 
our quality of life.”

“These newly desig- 
nated Green Communities 
will join 53 other municipali- 
ties that are moving forward 
with renewable and efficient 
energy projects to help build 
a more sustainable and 
healthier environment for 
Massachusetts.” 

The Department of Energy 
Resources’ (DOER) Green 
Communities Designation 
and Grant Program, which is 
a result of the Green 
Communities Act signed by 
Governor Patrick in 2008, 
uses funding from auctions of 
carbon emissions permits 


under the Regional 
Greenhouse Gas Initiative to 
reward communities that win 
Green Communities designa- 
tion by meeting five clean 
energy benchmarks: 

- Adopting local zoning 
bylaw or ordinance that 
allows “as-of-right siting” for 
renewable and/or alternative 
energy R & D facilities, man- 
ufacturing facilities or gener- 
ation units; 

- Adopting an expedited per- 
mitting process related to the 
as-of-right facilities; 

- Establishing a municipal 
energy use baseline and a 
program to reduce use by 20 
percent within five years; 

- Purchasing only fuel-effi- 
cient vehicles for municipal 
use, whenever such vehicles 
are commercially available 
and practicable; and 

- Requiring all new residen- 
tial construction over 3,000 
Square feet and all new com- 
mercial and industrial real 
estate construction to reduce 
lifecycle energy costs (ie., 
adoption of an energy-saving 
building “stretch code”). 

“This program rewards 
cities and towns that face 
their energy challenges by 
adopting green energy prac- 
tices, which reduce energy 
costs for municipal residents 
and create sustainable energy 
solutions for municipal opera- 
tions,” said Energy and 
Environmental Affairs 
Secretary Richard K. Sullivan 
Jr. 

June 10, 2011 was the dead- 
line for municipalities é 
apply for Green Communit} 
desipnatiey in order to quali- 
fy for approximately $3.7 mil- 
lion in Green Communities 
grants. Communities desig- 
nated today have until August 
19, 2011 to submit applications 
for grants that will be award- 
ed later this year. 

“These projects serve as 
examples of smart energy use 
and renewable energy prac- 
tices in communities across 
the Commonwealth - enn 
installing solar arrays an 
energy efficient lighting in 


municipal buildings to pur- 
chasing hybrid vehicles for 
municipal fleets,” DOER 
Commissioner Mark Sylvia 
said. 

Using a formula that caps 
awards at $1 million and pro- 
vides each community with a 
$125,000 base grant - plus 
additional amounts based on 
per capita income and popu- 
lation, and for municipalities 
that meet Green 
Communities Criterion 1 for 
energy generation, DOER 
notified the selected commu- 
nities of their eligibility for 
the following funding:

TEWKSBURY - The 
Tewksbury Police 
Department will receive 


$5,000 as one of 17 grants to 
local police departments 
from the Executive Office of 
Public Safety and Security 
(EOPSS) to combat underage 
drinking. Funded by the 
Office of Juvenile Justice and 
Delinquency Prevention, 
$114,000 in grants were award- 
ed on a competitive basis. 
These awards varied between 
$5,000 and $15,000 based on 
the size of the community. 
This is the second round of 
grants that was made possi- 
ble thanks in part to the care- 
ful fiscal management of fed- 
eral funds by EOPSS. 
According to the National 
Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA), 
33% of 15 to 20 year-olds who 
were killed in crashes nation- 
wide in 2009 had a blood alco- 
hol content of .01 or higher.

red lights, making illegal 
turns, and not wearing seat 
belts. In 2009, 70% of the 
young drivers of passenger 
vehicles involved in fatal 
crashes who had been drink- 
ing were also unrestrained. 

There are many tested 
strategies available to com- 
bat underage drinking, and 
this grant provides much 
needed funds to target the 
problem. The grants will 
fund a variety of law enforce- 
ment initiatives including 
compliance checks, reverse 
stings, retail surveillance 
patrols, and party patrols. 
Through a combination of 
these initiatives, the 
Tewksbury Police 
Department will enforce a 
zero-tolerance policy on 
minors who seek to circum- 
vent the law and those people 
and businesses that allow 
them to do so. Whether you 
are under age, plan to sell to 
a minor, or buy alcohol for a 
minor, we will be on the look 
out. Offenders will be crimi- 
nally prosecuted and busi- 
nesses will be referred to the 
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licensing authority for admin- 
istrative action.

Reading native Chris McConnell takes home 
the Gold, Silver and Bronze from 


National Senior Games

~-Reading native Chris 
McConnell won gold, silver 
and bronze medals recently 
competing in the National 
Senior Games held at Turner 
Stadium, Humble, TX. 

More than 10,000 senior 
men and women athletes from 
all 50 states, the District of 
Columbia, and several foreign 
countries competed in the 
world’s largest multi-sport 
event for athletes age 50 and 
older at 13 separate venues in 
and around Houston, TX. 

- McConnell, now a resident 
of Andover and competing in 
the M55 division, competed in 
his first-ever National Senior 
Games, running six races in 
four days. McConnell, who is 
currently 54, competed in the 
Men’s 55-59 age group, due to 
his turning 55 before year end. 

He placed third in the M55 
age group in the 100m dash 
with a time.of 12.95. His time 
of 26.21 was good enough to 
earn him a silver medal in the 
200m dash and he ran the 
third leg of the gold medal

winning 4x100m relay. 
This was the first time 


McConnell competed in the 
Senior Games. 

“This was my first National 
Senior Games,” said 
McConnell. “I was excited to 
take part in them because I 
had trained hard since my 
knee surgery and wanted to 
see how I would do at a 
national level. Last summer I 
competed in the National 
Masters Championships, in 
Sacramento, CA. I placed 9th 
in the 100 meter dash and 11th 
in the 200 meter dash. That 
was actually my first National 
meet.” 

The weather conditions in 
Houston were. not conducive 
to fast times. It was hot and 
humid for all the races, with 
extremely strong wind gusts 
into the faces of the sprinters. 

“I posted my results on my 
Facebook page, complaining 
about the wind saying, just 
once I would like to run with a 
gale force wind pushing me 
instead of into me,” 
McConnell said. “Running 
into such a strong headwind,

“I started running in the 
eighth grade,” said 
McConnell. “My interest was 
sparked because I was always 
faster than the other kids in 
my class. What kept me inter- 
ested was the competitiveness 
of the sport and the team 
camaraderie. Reading High 
had a great coach, Hal Croft, 
and great team spirit.

In “Harry Potter and 
the Deathly Hallows - Part 2” the makers of the 
film have saved the best for last. In this epic finale 
the battle between the good and evil forces of the 
wizarding world escalates to an all-out war and a 


climatic showdown. Harry Potter fans will love it! 


“HARRY POTTER 
AND THE DEATHLY 
HALLOWS - PART 2 **** 


The makers of the Harry 
Potter films have saved the 
best for last. 

‘Harry Potter and the 
Deathly Hallows - Part 2’, is 
the final adventure in the 
Harry Potter film series. The 
much-anticipated motion pic- 
ture event is the second of two 
full-length parts. 

In the epic finale, the battle 
between the good and evil 
forces of the wizarding world 
escalates into an all-out war. 
The stakes have never been 
higher and no one is safe. But 
it is Potter who may be called 
upon to make the ultimate 
sacrifice as he draws closer to 
the climactic showdown with 
Lord Voldemort. 


The Potter series gets a 
worthy, if not spectacular, 
send-off in "Deathly Hallows:

Visually it is stimulating, 
but the emotions don't feel 
heartfelt enough among an 
overload of destruction and 
special-effect creatures. 

"Part 2" finds wizards 
Harry, Hermione (Emily 
Watson) and Ron (Rupert 
Grint) in the last stages of 
their quest to conquer evil 


Voldemort by acquiring and 
destroying the pieces of his 
soul buried in items called 
Horcruxes. The very survival 
of the school and its residents 
is called into question. As is 
the survival of Harry himself. 

This is the biggest "Potter" 
movie, and the shortest. Fans 
will ask what happened’ to 
some of the bigger items in- 
the final book, and the film 
should probably have devoted 
more time to certain scenes it 
does include, such as the mur- 
der of a key character early in 
the film. 

"Part 2" is an enjoyable 
adventure, and there are 
many highlights: Fiennes’ 
performance as Voldemort 
continues to be top notch. 
Several favorite characters 
pop up again briefly. And 
everything about the produc- 
tion is fantastic - they spared 
no expense. 


"Part 2" brings the series 
full-circle, ending at the loca- 
tion where Harry's journey 
began back in "The Sorcerer's 
Stone", and it is a fitting con- 
clusion to an entertaining and 
epic journey. 


“HORRIBLE BOSSES” 
GRADE: ** 


‘Horrible Bosses’ contin- 


ues a recent string of very 
adult, and very funny, come- 
dies aimed at the crowd that 
made ‘The Hangover’ such 
a huge hit at the box office. 

The plot looks like this: 

For Nick _ (Jason 
Bateman), Kurt (Jason 
Sudeikis) and Dale (Charlie 
Day), the only thing that 
would make the daily grind 
more tolerable would be to 
grind their intolerable boss- 
es (Kevin Spacey, Colin 
Farrell, Jennifer Aniston) 
into dust. Quitting is not an 
option, so, with the benefit 
of a few-too-many drinks 
and some dubious advice 
from a_ hustling ex-con 
(Jamie Foxx), the three 
friends devise a convoluted 
and seemingly foolproof 
plan to rid themselves of 
their respective employers... 
permanently. There's only 
one problem: even the best 
laid plans are only as fool- 
proof as the brains behind 
them. 

The trailer that adver- 
tised "Horrible Bosses" in 
theaters was funny, and 
unfortunately gave away 
many of the film’s funnier 
moments. There’s almost 
not a single good joke from 
that wasn't spoiled by being 
showcased in commercials 
ahead of time. 

"Horrible Bosses" is still 
very funny, but in a familiar 
way, because if you go to the 
movies frequently you’ve 
seen all the laughs before. 
Bateman and Sudeikis still 
make the material work, but 
it’s not as funny as it would 
have been had you had no 
idea what was coming next. 


Billing itself as a 
"Hangover"-style comedy, 
"Horrible Bosses" provides 
a_ nice vehicle for Batemen, 
Sudeikis, and Charlie Day to 
shine as three nice guys 
who have different but 
acceptable reasons for 
wanting their bosses dead. 

The bosses are played by 
Jennifer Aniston (a 
nympho), Kevin Spacey (a 
manipulator) and Colin 
Farrell (a real pig), but 
unfortunately. aren't as 
funny as they could have 
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been, given the star power 
of the actors playing the 
roles.

and to win it is unbelievable. 
There are so many phenome- 
nal female athletes in 
Division II, and to represent 
them here today is just unre- 
al.” 

Macy was named the 
Honda/CWSA Division II 
recipient on June 15 out of a 
field of 11 finalists each in dif- 


-ferent sports. She is the first- 


ever Division II student-ath- 
lete from the Northeast-10 
Conference, New England or 
East Region to receive’ the 
award, and is also the first 
field hockey player to earn the 
distinction in the CWSA pro- 
gram’s 24 years of honoring 
Division II athletes.

as head coach Shannon 
Hlebichuk and director of ath- 
letics Dana Skinner. 

“Sammy’s name is synony- 
mous with passion, pride and 
perseverance,” said 
Hlebichuk. “She has truly 
embraced the game of field 
hockey and her involvement 
off the field has been remark- 
able.” 

Perhaps UMass Lowell’s 
greatest player, Macy enjoyed 
a storied career in which she 
emerged the program’s all- 
time leading scorer as a jun- 
ior, and capped her career 
with 91 goals and 38 assists 
(220 points). 

Macy was among the cata- 
lysts of UMass Lowell’s 2010 
season which saw the River 
Hawks post a 240 record and 
capture their second NCAA 
Championship in six years 
with a 1-0 triumph over 
Shippensburg University.” 

Macy scored a single sea- 
son record 30 goals and dished 
out 14 assists and led Division 
II in points per game with 
3.17. She scored two or more 
goals in eight games, notched 
three hat tricks and peaked 
with five goals in a 6-0 win at 
Indiana (Pa.). 

“Sammy not only led the 
team in scoring for three 
straight years, but she is also 
second among all-time assist 
leaders,” Hlebichuk noted. 
“She is not just a finisher, but 
a smart playmaker and a self- 
less teammate - a rare combi- 
nation.” 

A three-time All-American, 
‘Macy led UMass Lowell to a 
four-year -record of 81-14 (.853 
winning percentage) which 
included appearances in four 
straight NCAA championship 
games. Additionally, the River 
Hawks captured the NE-10 
Tournament in 2007 and 2010 
as well as the NE-10 regular 
season in 2007, 2008 and 2010. 

Perhaps most impressive, 
Macy came back from anteri- 
or cruciate ligament tears in 
2008 and 2009. “She never 
came back the same player,” 
said Hlebichuk. “She always 
came back even stronger. She 
put in whatever time and 


od 
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effort was necessary to rehab 
her “knee. She never com- 
plained once.” 

Macy has also been an 
exemplary student and leader 
on campus. She graduated 
with a 3.12 in criminal justice, 
and has been involved in com- 
munity service efforts such as 
Kids Night Out and Bowling 
for Wishes among many other 
initiatives. 

A 2007 graduate of 
Tewksbury H.S., Macy is the 
daughter of Doug and Mary 
Macy of Tewksbury, Mass. 
Macy has been a Town Crier 
Female Athlete of the Year 
and was a finalist for the Town 
Crier’s Female Athlete of the 
Decade.

have gotten faster,” 
McConnell stated, “but, that’s 
only because I _haven’t 
reached my peak as a Master 
yet.” 

It generally takes several 
years to get a sprinter’s fast- 
twitch muscles firing on all 
cylinders. Once that happens, 
Masters’ times plateau and 
then drop off. McConnell’s 
goal at that point will be to 
try to decrease at a slower 
rate than others his age 
group. And, more important- 
ly, not to get injured, which is 
one of the biggest threats to a 
Master athlete’s career.

started sprinting competitive- 
ly again in 2008 after taking a 
twenty-eight year hiatus. 

‘T actually left the sport 
for about 28 years,” said 
McConnell. “But, when my 
son started competing five 
years ago, I was inspired my 
watching him compete and it 
got my competitive juices 
flowing again. Not being a dis- 
tance runner, I wished there 
were track events for sprint- 
ers. After reading an article 
about Bill Collins (world 
recorder in many Masters 
sprint events), I learned there 
is a whole organization devot- 
ed to Masters Track. It was 
then that I started training 
and competing in sprint 
events for the first time in 
almost 30 years. 

“IT am driven to compete 
because I am continuing to 
learn about training and love 
pushing the capabilities of 
what my body can do. I enjoy 
challenging the preconceived 
notions of aging, where we 
have been led to believe that 
as you age you cannot push 
your body to these limits. 

“Our workouts are very 
very high intensity and I get 
an inner sense of pride when I 
do something that very few 
people my age will even 
attempt.” 

In 2009 he joined the 
Greater Boston Track Club 
and switched coaches and 
began being coached by David 
Callum the sprint coach for 
the GBTC. For several years 


‘he ran for Greater Boston 


winning gold medals in the RI 
Senior Games and the MA 
Senior Games as well as the 
Master’s 100m and 200m in 
last year’s Bay-State Games. 
In 2010, he attained All- 


American status as designat- 
ed by the USATF, in both the 


_ 60m and 200m dashes. In 


early 2011 he switched his red 
GBITC singlet for the red sin- 
glet of the Mass Velocity 
Track Club whose members 
are only Masters Athletes and 
mostly sprinters. 

“Their tag line is, ‘Not Far, 
Just Fast’, which says it all 
for me,” McConnell said. 

McConnell, like most mas- © 
ter athletes, only runs part 
time due to his career. 
McConnell is the CEO of 
Essex Investment 
Management Company, LLC, 
a Boston-based money man- 
agement firm. 

“Finding the time to train 
is a challenge,” McConnell 
stated, “my job keeps me busy 
24/7, but the benefits I get 
from improved fitness and 
stamina levels are worth 
every minute of practice.” 

McConnell hopes to com- 
pete at more Senior Games in 
the future. 

“I love competing at the 
national level,” said 
McConnell. “The people you 
meet are truly exceptional 
and the quality of competition 
is amazing. The goal of train- 
ing and competing is to stay 
healthy. As you age, it is not 
just how fast you run, but to 
run fast and stay healthy.”
